Out  of  an  appropriation  of  three  mil- 
lions for  the  naval  service  there  was 
an  expenditure  of  $1,790,000.  On  the 
fisheries  protection  service  there  was 
expended  $272,220  out  of  the  appropria- 
tion of  $301,500.  For  hydrographlc  sur- 
veys out  of  an  appropriation  of  $300,- 
000  there  was^expended  $183,118.  The 
total  appropriation  of  $300,000  there  was 
expended  $163,118.  The  total  appropria- 
tion of  $150,000  for  wireless  stations 
was  spent.  The  grand  total  appropria- 
tion for  all  these  services  and  conting- 
encies was  $3,869,666.  out  of  which  there 
was  expended  $2,492,812.  leaving  a  bal- 
ance of  $1,475,644. 

Dealing  Willi  i  -wrulttng  for  the  naval 
service,  the  report'  shows  a  total  of  223, 
including  186  for  the  Nioblc  and  38  for 
the  Rainbow.  Nova  Scotia  contributed 
97  men  for  the  Niobe,  and  Ontario  46, 
Of  the  Rainbow  recruits  all  but  three 
were  found  In  British  Columbia,  Al- 
berta contributed  one  recruit  for  the  ser- 
vice. 

Hudson  Bay  Porte 

The  hydrographlc  survey  report  in- 
cludes considerable  Information  In  re- 
gard to  the  possibilities  of  Fort  Church- 
Ill  and  Port  Nelson  as  desirable  railway 
termini.  The  approaches  to  the  ports 
were  examined  by  the  parties  from  the 
icebreaker  Stanley.  A  good  deal  of  Ice 
was  encountered  in  making  Churchill, 
which  would  be  dangerous  to  a  ship  not 
especially  constructed.  The  opinion  is 
expressed  that  no  cargo  vessel  or  ordin- 
ary construction  would  have  been  able 
to  force  through  the  large  fields  met 
before  Churchill.  Apart  from  the  ice 
difficulty.  It  is  said  that  salient  points 
of  the  Hudson  bay  and  strait  are  in- 
accurately charted.  The  report  states 
that  the  approach  to  Churchill  harbor 
la  very  well  marked  and  comparatively 
euslly  picked  up.  in  marked  contrast  to 
the  approach  to  the.  whole  shore  from 
near  Cape  Churchill  to  James  Bay.  At 
Nelson  the  government  expedition  had 
greet  difficulty  in  getting  ashore  with 
material  for  signals.  The  roadstead  is 
exposed  to  every  wind  that  blows  and 
every  sea  that  runs,  with  cross  cur- 
rents and  low  shores.

The  bill  is  now  practically  completed, 
only  requiring  to  pass  through  the  for- 
mality of  receiving  the  king's  consent. 
The  National  Insurance  bill  for  workers, 
which  was  finally  adopted  by  the  House 
of  Lords  today,  was  presented  to  par- 
liament for  action  by  David  Lloyd 
George.  Chancellor  of  the  Kxeheqner 
It  is  an  adjunct  to  the  already  existing 
law   providing   for   old   age    pensions. 

Through  the  operations  of  this  enact- 
ment, it  Is  calculated,  about  $vfM,0M 
men  and  300.000  women  will  tie  com- 
pelled to  insure.  Small  deductions  will 
be  made  weekly  from  their  wages  and 
their  employers  will  be  compelled  to 
contribute  a  similar  amount,  to  which 
the  state  adds  a  further  contribution, 
these  tnrec  items  rcrrrstrsg  tr-.c  premium 
fund.  The  deductions  from  wages  and 
tho  employers'  contributions  will  be 
graduated    to   the   employes'   earnings. 

This  will  be  devoted  to  medical  re- 
lief and  a  small  sum  for  maintenance 
during  illness,  a  life  pension  for  the 
permanent'  infirm,  and  also  an  allow- 
ance in  case  of  unemployment,  except 
when  the  idleness  is  the  result  of  a 
strike.

LOS  ANGKL.E8,  Dec.  15.— A  little 
package  of  indictments,  numbering  per- 
haps four,  probably  will  be  returned 
here  next  Thursday  against  men  living 
In  California  and  suspected  of  compli- 
city in  nation-wide  dynamite  plots.  This 
will  clear  up  the  western  situation,  ana 
will  transfer  the  scene  of  all  actlvltier 
to  Indianapolis,  where  another  grand 
Jury  probe   Is  In  progress. 

A  canvas  and  leather  case,  ten  inches 
square  and  as  tall  as  a  small  Ice-cream 
freezer,  is  among  the  exhibits.  This 
case,  and  others  like  It.  is  said  to  have 
been  used  in  carrying  about  the  country 
dynamite  needed  for  various  "jobs."  It 
was  such  a  case  that  Ortle  E.  McMan- 
igal  carried  when,  according  to  his  owl 
statement,  he  came  west  to  blow  up  tho 
Llewellyn   Iron  works. 

Presumably  in  connection  with  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  dynamite  came  J.  B. 
Crosby,  now  of  Los  Angeles,  but  former- 
ly of  Boston.  Mass.  Crosby  was  once 
connected  with  the  firm  that  made  the 
cases.  Mies  Tlllie  McArthy,  of  San 
Francisco,  a  stenographer  of  the  Asiatic 
exclusion  league,  of  which  Oiaf  Tveit- 
moe  is  president,  appeared  before  the 
grand  Jury,  remaining  about  16  minutes. 
Mrs.  Maud  King,  assistant  housekeep- 
er of  a  San  Francisco  hotel,  .appeared 
before  the  grand  Jury  a  second  time, 
being  tho  only  witness  recalled-  She 
is  said  to  have  been  acquainted  with 
Milton  A.  Schmidt,  a  fugitive  under  In- 
dictment for  complicity  In  the  Times 
dynamiting.

harbor  needs;  appointment  of  a  special 
commissioner,  to  come  to  British  Co- 
lumbia to  study  the  Hindu  immigra- 
tion question;  military  drill  halls  for 
Vancouver  and  South  Vancouver,  more 
lighthouses  and  wireless  stations  for 
this  province;  white  fishermen  for 
British  Columbia  and  more  postofllce 
sub -stat Ions   for  Vancouver. 

The  above  is  a  summary  of  the  sub- 
jects discussed  by  H.  H.  Stevens, 
M.  P.,  upon  his  return  to  Vancouver 
from  Ottawa  tonight.  As  may  be  seen 
from  tho  multitude  of  subjects,  and 
gleaned  from  the  indication  that  fav- 
orable action  on  all  of  them  is  con- 
templated by  the  federal  government, 
1912  holds  much  of  material  benefit 
in  store  for  Vancouver. 

"Vancouver's  harbor  needs  will  be 
attended  to  without  any  further  de- 
lay." said  Mr.  Stevens,"  "and  I  expect 
a  telegram  from  the  minister  of  the 
interior  within  the  next  few  days  ad- 
vising me  of  the  official  appointment 
of  Mr.  Swain  as  a  special  commis- 
sioner to  come  here  immediately  to 
look  Into  our  needs  and  report  upon 
them  to  the  department  for  early  ac- 
tion. 

"In  regard  to  the  question  of  Hindu 
immigration  I  wish  to  place  myself  on 
record  as  being  opposed  to  its  un- 
reservedly, and  I  shall  make  my  posi- 
tion in  the  matter  clear  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment.  While  It  has  been 
practically  decided  upon  by  the  fed- 
eral government  to  permit  the  entry 
into  Canada  of  the  families  of  certain 
Hindus  at  present  resident  In  the  Do- 
minion under  the  strictest  supervision 
and  regulation,  the  minister  of  the  in- 
terior will  appoint,  however,  a  special 
commissioner  to  visit  this  province  for 
the  purpose  of  making  an  exhaustive 
investigation  Into  the'  matter  with  a 
view  of  recommending  later  action  on 
the  part   of  the  government. 

"The  question  of  Asiatic  Immigra- 
tion Is  at  present  occupying  the  ear- 
nest attention  of  the  minister  of  the 
Interior,  and  he  has  asked  me  to  fur- 
nish him  with  certain  Information,, 
which  I  have  already  supplied  to  him, 
and  the  matter  will  be  taken  up  more 
fully   after   the   holiday   recess. 

"The  question  of  more  lighthouses 
and  wireless  stations  for  the  coast  of 
British  Columbia  is  being  considered 
by  the  minister  of  marine,  who  has  as- 
sured me  that  he  Is' very  favorably  in- 
clined towards  it,  provided  the  report 
of  officials  or  tile  department  Justifies 
tha  inauguration  of  such  additional 
service. 

'As  far  as  the  naval  policy  of  the 
government  Is  concerned,  nothing  defi- 
nite has  been  decided  upon  as  yet,  but 
an  official  announcement  may  be  ex- 
pected soon  after  parliament  re-fcon- 
venes.  in  this  connection  I  wish  to 
say '  that  the  Nationalists  are  not  so 
bitterly  opposed  to  a  navy  as  reported. 
Their  opposition  Is  only  centred  on  the 
Laurier  programme.  A  policy  will  un- 
doubtedly be  suggested  which  will 
meet    with    general   approval. 

"The  Peace  river  question  Is  another 
matter  that  had  to  be  held  In  abeyance 
on  account  of  the  multitude  of  subjects 
that  has  confronted  the  government 
during  the  early  days  of  our  first  ses- 
sion. But  I  can  aay  that  Mr.  Bor- 
den's government  is  determined  to 
meet  British  Columbia  In  a  most  equit- 
able and  fair  spirit  In  all   >  iese  affairs."

NOT  CONCLUDED 


Witnesses  for  Defence  Oiw  Evidence  In 

Stank  Contradiction  to  That  of 

Plaintiffs  Witnesses 

After  devoting  another  full  court  day 
to  the  hearing  of  the  action  brought  l»y 
Frank  J.  King,  teamster,  against  the 
city  of  Victoria,  for  the  recovery  of 
damages  to  an  amount  approximating 
$400  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  by 
himself,  horse  and  vehicle,  through  be- 
ing precipitated  into  a  sewer  tcli  on 
Fiiiguard  street,  no  conclusion  was  ar- 
rived at.  the  case  having  to  be  ad- 
journed until  Tuesday  in  order  that 
Mr.  King  might  be  able  to  produce  a 
veterinary  surgeon  Ux. prove  the  extent 
of  the  damage  done  tb  life  horse.  Judge 
Lampman  heard  the  case  In  the  county 
court 

In  giving  his  own  testimony  Mr. 
King  stated  that  he  was  positive  there 
wej'x.  no  lights  when  the  accident  hap- 
pened. As  for  the  amount  of  the  dam- 
ages, he  explained  that  they  represent- 
ed a  $85  fee  for  the  "vet."  $100  tor  a 
ruined  *e,t  of  harness,  $34  for  wagon 
repairs,  and  JUii  for  loss  of  business, 
for  twenty-seven  days  at  $7  per  day 
and  a  law -extras.

NATIONAL  LEAGUE 

FINISHES  BUSINESS 

NEW  YORK.  Dec.  15.— TV.  •  American 
league's  "declaration  of  war"  was  pig- 
eonholed for  at  least  two  months,  and 
probably  for  all  time,  by  the  National 
league  yesterday.  It  was  not  even  seri- 
ously considered.  President  Lynch  said 
at  the  close  of  the  seaaton.  None  of  the- 
magnates  could  decipher  its  purport,  so 
they  tabled   It. 

In  the  final  session  of  the  three  days' 
meeting  fhe  National  league  adopted 
two  resolutions,  one  calling  upon  tho 
states  and  cities  in  the  circuit  to  maks 
ticket  scalping  punishable  by  fine  and 
imprisonment. 

The  organisation  vested  Mr.  Lynch 
with  power  for  it  In  dealing  with  the 
requests  of  the  minor  leagues.  A  list 
of  recommendations  in  this  direction 
was  approved.  Among  them  w*re  the 
following: 

That  major  league  clubs  be  not  al- 
lowed to  play  in  minor  league  territory 
and  vice  versa,  either  before  "or  after 
the  plsying  season;  reduction  of  the 
drafting  session  to  five  days  beginning 
September  5th;  drafting  of  umpires;  an 
amendment  requesting  major  leagues  to 
Increase  the  salaries  of  drafted  players 
|50  a  month  over  the  minor  league  sal- 
aries; the  adoption  of  salary  limtte  by 
minor  leagues;  restrict ion*of  player  lim- 
its to  X5  during  the  playing  season  and 
35  during  the  off-season;  the  retention 
of  players  In  the  highest  class  league 
In  which  they  are  purchased,  so  far  a» 
possible;  drafting  prices  of  $2,500  in 
class  AA,  $1,250  in  class  A,  $1,000  In 
class  B.  $750  In  class  C,  and  $500  In 
class  D;  that  players  drafted  In  class  A 
must  be  offered  back  to  class  A,  at  the 
draft  price  being  offered  to  a  higher 
class. 

While  It  was  recommended  that  Pres- 
ident Lynch  vote  for  the  amendments  to 
the  National  agreements,  the  entire  sit- 
uation was  left  In  his  hands  and  Mr. 
Hermann's  for  action  at  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  National  committee.  Play- 
ing next  year  will  end  about  October  6, 
a  week  earlier  than  formerly;  the  season 
will  open  on  or  about  April   1L

In  190»  the  prices  realized 
ranged  from  $28  to  $30,  about  $2  less 
than  the  highest  price  secured  In  1903 
when  the  Russo-Japanese  war  resulted 
In  the  supply  from  across  the  Pacltto 
being  cut  down  to  a  small  figure. 

The  result  of  the  seaisnin  sale 
proves  disappointing  to  the  Victoria 
sealers  who  anticipated  a  larger  prlcu 
this  year  in  view  of  the  coming  into 
effect  yesterday  of  the  four-nation 
treaty  which  brings  pelagic  sealing  to 
an  end  and  places  the  bulk  of  the 
world's  supply  of  sealskins  available 
for  the  market  under  the  control  of  the* 
governments  of  Canada,  the  United 
States,  Russia  and  Japan.  With  the 
i>tt>niuK  ut  pclvLgtC  scaling — schooners 
may  no  longer  clear  to  hunt  after  the 
treaty  came  Into  effect  yesterday — It 
was  expected  that  buyers  would  be 
more  eager  to  buy  up  the  offerings  at 
the  London  market.  Therefore  the  re- 
sult which  showed  a  depreciation  In 
price  of  about  Ave  p«r  cent,  was  dis- 
appointing. 

The  skins  sent  from  Victoria  to  the 
sale  held  yesterday  totalled  less  than 
in  any  previous  season.  But  2,700  were 
offered,  the  catches  of  the  schooners 
aesBie,  Lady  Mine,  Thomas  K.  Bayard 
and  Pescawha,  all  operated  Independ- 
ently of  the  Victoria.  Sealing  company. 
The  sale  of  the  catch  of  these  four 
vessels  will  bring  about  $72,000  to  the 
o  wners. 

What  will  become  of  the  flotilla  of 
sealing  vessels  wihlch  He  idle,  swinging 
at  their  anchors  in  the  Upper  Harbor 
will  not  be  considered  by  the  owners 
unt|l  the  government  has  arranged  for 
the  payment  of  the  compensation  now 
being  arranged  for  the  loss  of  their  in- 
dustry. When  the  United  States  was 
anxious  to  arrange  for  the  stoppage  of 
pelagic  sealing  in  1898  at  ths  time  of 
the  Joint  High  Commission  the  Wash- 
ington government  offered  $460,000  to 
the  Victoria  Sealing  company  and  al- 
lowed them  to  retain  the  vessels.  The 
Victoria  Sealing  company  now  asks  for 
$500,000  and  there  are  six  Independent 
vessels  whoso  owners  seek  compensa- 
tion. What  use  the  schooners  will  be 
put  to  will  not  be  considered  Until  af- 
ter a  settlement  Is  ,r*aclied  regarding 
the  Indemnification  of  the  owners  for 
the    loss    of    their    Industry. 

The  available  supply  of  sealskins  will 
provide  not  more  than  6,000  sealskin 
nacques  for  the  women  of  the  world.

yesterday's  sales  was  25,492  pelts. 
These  Included  12,492  skins  offered  for 
sale  by  the  United  States  government, 
the  take  from  the  rookeries  On  W  »**"' 
and  St.  George  Islands  In  Hcrlng  sea; 
12.500  skins  taken  by  tne  pelagic  seal- 
«rs.  including  the  catches  of  the  Vic- 
toria and  Japanese  sealing  fleets,  and 
500  Cape  of  Good  Hope  skins.  The 
catch  offered  by  the  Russian  govern- 
ment from  the  Copper  Island  rookery, 
but  900  skins,  will  be  sold  in  Maroh 
next.  The  meagre  number  of  skins 
from  Copper  island  Is  evidence  of  the 
Kirat  inroads  made  by  tin-  se.al-rulders 
from  Japan  Into  the  herds  of  the  Com- 
manderoffskl  group  during  the  past 
few  years.  In  less  than  u  decade  the 
total  number  of  seals  on  the  Copper 
and  Bering  Island  rookeries  amounted 
to  60,000.  but  the  concerted  raiding 
during  tho  Russo-Japanese  war,  when 
the  guard  was  withdrawn,  slaughtered 
the  greater  portion  of  the  herds.  In 
one  raid.  In  which  five  schooners  were 
engaged,  in  1904  when  Russia  was  en- 
gaged in  war  and  unable  to  protect  the 
rookeries,  12,000  seals  were  clubbed  on 
the  beach  and  taken  to  Japan,  and  for 
a  few  years  a  situation  similar  to  guer- 
illa war  existed  between  the  Russian 
guards  and  the  seal  raiders.  In  1906 
a  concerted  raid  was  made  and  a  field 
gun  wa«  laiiil.-.l  by  the  raider*  to  fight 
off  the  Russians  while  the  sealers 
clubbed  and  killed  on  the  hauling 
ground.  It  Is  a  number  of  similar  raids 
which  have  brought  the  herds  of  the 
Russian  rookeries  down  to  a  small 
number.  With  the  prohibition  of  seal- 
ing at  sea,  as  a  result  of  the  treaty 
which   came   into  effect   yesterday,    these

steamer  Quadra  In  the  pI&o#-  of  Capt. 
('has.  Hackett,  and  will  take  command 
of  the  lighthouse  tender  when  she  re- 
turns from  the  north  about  the  end  or 
next  week.  When  Capt.  Hackett  left 
the  steamer  at  Prince  Rupert  Capt. 
J.  T.  Walbran  of  the  marine  depart- 
ment was  Bent  to  take  charge  of  the 
vessel  until  a  new  commander  was  ap- 
pointed and  he  is  completing  the  cruise 
upon  which  Capt.  Hackett  had  started.

Big  Seas  Swept  over  Vessel  and  Cabins 

Were   Flooded — Lifeboat  Smashed 

and  Steering  Oear  Wrecked 

By  bringing  the  steamer  Kumerlc  into 
Victoria  Instead  of  ordering  the  vessel 
to  Seattle  for  repairs,  the  Weir  company 
officials  eould  have  transferred  their 
passengers  and  malls  to  the  R.M.S.  Em- 
press of  India,  Since  the  arrival  of 
Lieut.  Kennedy,  R.N.R..  a  superintendent 
of  the  Weir  line,  on  the  Pacific  coast, 
however,  Puget  Sound  ship  repairers 
seem  to  have  been  considered  only  by 
"■vi,  The  K,umerie  was  taken  on  past 
the  first  port  of  call  to  Seattle  because 
of  Instructions  sent  to  Capt.  iMcOIll  by 
wireless,  and.  as  In  the  case  of  the 
Olivebank.  which  Lieut.  Kennedy  ord- 
ered from  here  to  Seattle  for  repairs, 
the  British  steamship  officials  will  ar- 
range for  repairs  at  the  Puget  Sound 
port.  The  repairs  to  the  damaged  Brit- 
ish steamer  could  have  been  effected  as 
cheaply  and  as  easily  at  this  port  as  at 
Seattle,  and  much  time  would  have  been 
saved  as  well  as  'the  passengers  being 
put  to  less  Inconvenience.  They  will 
now  await  the  sailing  of  the  Minnesota, 
a  much  slower  vessel,  which  leaves 
Seattle  on   Sunday. 

The  Kumerlc  was  650  miles  out  on  her 
way  to'  Yokohama  from  this1  port  when 
she  was  disabled.  After  passing  Cape 
Flattery  on  December  6,  the  Weir  liner 
steamed  Into  the  heaviest  gale  that  has 
swept  .the  Pacific  this  year.  Olant  seas 
broke  over  the  vessel,  flooding  the  cab- 
Ins  of  her  second  officer,  chief  engineer 
and  wireless  operator,  and  compelling 
them  to  flee  to  the  upper  deck  for 
safety.  A  lifeboat  was  badly  crushed 
and  bulkheads  on  her  decks  aft  bent  and 
sprung  by  the  tons  of  water  which  came 
on  deck  as  the  vessel  plunged  and  rolled 
in   the   heavy   seas. 

At  the  height  of  the  storm  the  steam 
steering  gear  was  broken,  and  after 
using  the  hand  apparatus  for  several 
hours  Capt.  McOill  gave  up  the  battle 
with    the    elements    and    put    back. 

The  Kumerlc  had  aboard  100  passen- 
gers, of  whom  all  but  three  were  In 
the  steerage.  They  all  returned  to 
Eeattle  with  the  vessel  and  some  of 
them  who  are  In  a  hurry  to  get  to 
their  destination  may  take  passage  on 
the  steamship  Minnesota,  which  sails 
for  the  Orient  at  5  o'clock  Sunday  af- 
ternoon   from   Seattle. 

An  examination  of  the  Kumerlc  soon 
after  'the  accident  occurred  showed 
that  one  of  the  cogs  slipped  and  tbe 
gear  raced,  breaking  the  bedplute.  As 
part  of  the  machinery  was  so  badly 
damaged  that  It  will  have  to  be  re- 
newed repairs  could  not  be  made  at  sea 
and  the  vessel  was  compelled  to  return. 
Nearly  all  of  the  steerage  passengers 
nn  the  Kumerlc  are  Chinese,  who  were 
returning  to  tho  Orient  to  celebrate  the 
Chinese  New  Year,  and  last  night  when 
the  vessel  reached  Seattle  many  of  them 
went  ashore  to  seek  friends  ami  rela- 
tives. 

The  Kumerlc'  has  a  cargo  of  9115 
tons  of  flour,  74B  tons  of  salmon,  *0..1i0 
feet  of  lumber  and  381  tons  of  general 
merchandise.

CORNIL  BART  LIBELED 


Owners  of  Schooner  Albert  Meyer  Seek 

Damages   for   Collision   off  the 

Columbia  River 


The  French  bark  Corn!!  Bart  has  been 
libeled  for  $7500  by  the  owners  of  the 
schooner  Albert  Meyer  on  account  of 
the  collision  off  the  Columbia  river  In 
the  early  morning  of  November  25.  The 
Meyer,  following  the  collision,  put  In 
at  San  Francisco  with  her  jibboom 
gone  and  ten  feet  of  water  In  her  hold. 
Her  master  reported  that  an  unidenti- 
fied vessel  had  come  Into  collision  with 
the  schooner  and  had  vanished  In  the 
darkness  without  giving  her  name.  The 
mystery  of  the  collision  was  not  clear- 
untll  the  Cornll  Bart  reached  Seattle, 
and  Capt.  Pierre  Xooneyund  gave  the 
details  of  the  accident.  He  said  that 
as  soon  as  he  realized  what  had  hap- 
pened he  called  to  the  schooner  saying 
that  his  vessel  was  the  Cornll  Burt  and 
asking  the  name  of  the  craft  with 
which  S>  had  collided.  He  said  that  the 
schooner  drifted  away  in  the  darknesr 
without   replying   to   his   inqulr.s. 

<\-ipt.  Zooneyund  explained  that  he 
did  not  Intend  to  keep  the  news  of 
the  collision  a  secret  and  was  only 
walling  to  make  a  report  to  the  French 
consul  In  Seattle.  The  hull  of  the 
Cornll  Bart  was  slightly  damaged  and 
several  lifeboats  lost  overboard  while 
others  were  crushed  when  the  vessels 
came  together.

X.  S.  W..  for  Junln  and  sailed  on  June 
21  last  and  was  never  heard  of  after 
her  departure.  The  British  ship  SU- 
berhorn  was  lost  on  a  similar  voyage 
some  years  ago.

Synopsis  of  Canadian  Northwest 
Land  Regulations. 

Any  parson  who  la  the  aole  head  of 
a  family,  or  any  malo  over  IS  years 
old,  may  homestead  a  quarter  section 
of  available  Dominion  land  In  Manito- 
ba, Saskatchewan  or  Alberta.  The  ap- 
plicant must  appear  In  person  at  tha 
Dominion  Lands  Agency  or  Sub-Agen- 
cy for  the  district.  Entry  by  proxy 
may  be  made  at  any  agency  on  certain 
conditions,  by  father,  mother,  sou, 
daughter,  brother  or  glster  of  Intending 
homesteader. 

Duties. — Six  months'  residence  upon 
and  cultivation  of  the  land  In  each  of 
three  years.  A  homesteader  may  live 
within  nine  miles  of  his  homestead  on 
a  farm  of  at  least  80  acres,  solely  own- 
ed and  occupied  by  him  or  by  nis 
father,  mother,  son,  daughter,  brother 
or  alster. 

In  certain  districts  a  homesteader 
in  good  standing  may  pre-empt  a  quar- 
ter section  alongside  his  homestead. 
Price  $3.00  per  acre.  Duties. — Must  re- 
side six  months  In  each  of  six  years 
from  date  of  iiomestead  entry  (includ- 
ing the  time  required  to  earn  home- 
stead patent)  and  cultivate  fifty  acrca 
extra. 

A  homesteader  who  has  exhausted 
his  homestead  right  and  cannot  obtain 
a  pre-emption  may  take  a  purchased 
homestead  in  certain  districts.  Price 
$8.00  per  acre.  Duties. — Must  reside 
six  months  in  each  of  tbree  yers,  cul- 
tivate fifty  acres  and  erect  a  house 
worth  J300.09. 

Coal. — Coal  mining  rights  may  be 
leased  for  a  period  of  twenty-one 
years,  renewable,  at  an  annual  rental 
of  It  per  acre;  not  more  than  2,560 
acres  will  be  leased  to  one  Individual 
or  company.  A  royalty  at  the  rate  of 
five  cents  per  ton  shall  be  collected  on 
the   merchantable   coal   mined.
